At Tuesday’s meetings 
council Bostponsd a decis 
whether to change the current 
ordinance, which does not 
allow the property of a liquor 
license holder to be within 300 
feet of any church property 

One of the proposed Casey’s 
stores would be built too close 
to St. John United Church of 
Christ, 2901 Nameoki Road. 
Although it would be across 
the street, it would technically 
violate the ordinance 

Also, the current ordinance 
does not allow an establish- 
ment with a liquor license to 
move close to an existing busi- 
ness that has a liquor license 

Alderman Casmer Skubish, 
who heads the council’s ordi- 
nance committee, said the city 
could allow the store to be

cil approved the sale of 1.89 
acres to the developer of a 
proposed Walgreen’s at Madi- 
son Avenue and 20th Street. 
The sale price was $375,000. 

The developer, Hurwitz 
Development, wants to build a 
14,000-square-foot store at the 
corner, The city owns some of 
the property at that corner, 
which some years ago held a 
Clark gas station. 

The city doesn’t own all of 
the land at the corner, so the 
council approved buying some 
of the corner property at a 
cost of $310,000. 

If built, the Walgreen’s will 
yom a second store that recent- 

y relocated from Nameoki Vil- 
lage to Nameoki Road. The 
council is considering allowing 
Hurwitz to erect signs for the

The first winner was Marion Hammer 
born 162 years after Sybil’s inspiring 
action. Hammer has a long history of 
defending the Second Amendment from 
attack 

Since 1976, she has lobbied for both the 
National Rifle Association and the Unified 
Sportsmen of Florida. She helped organize 
the effort, successful in 1987, to pass Flor- 
ida’s right-to-carry law, which has served 
as model legisiation throughout the 
nation 

In 1993, the National Safety Council pre- 
sented her with its outstanding Communi- 
ty Service Award for creating the Eddie 
Eagle Gun Safety Program. In 1996, Ham- 
mer became the first woman elected 
president of the NRA 

The quest for a 1998 award recipient is 
under way. The effort to publicly 
acknowledge the contribution of women 
for the defense of our civil liberties lags 
in many other forums.

Digging a little deeper 


Frohardt students catch dreams of former civilizations

Daniels seeks probe of Madigan, Bradford

House Republican Leader 
Lee Daniels wants a legislative 
i tigation of House Speaker 
Michael Madigan, D-Chicago, 
and former Rep: Glenn Brad- 
ford, D-Glen Carbon. 

Daniels introduced a resolu- 
tion Thursday to establish an 
eight-member special commit- 
tee to investigate an alleged 
ghost-payrolling scheme and 
claims that Bradford was 
bribed to leave office 

Madigan gave Bradford, a 
lawyer, a $2,500-a-month legal 
contract after Bradford abrupt- 
ly resigned his state House 
seat in October 1997. However, 
both Madigan and Bradford 
agree no legal work was done. 
In March, Madigan’s office 
rescinded the contract and 
made Brad ford pay back 
nearly $10,000. 

GOP leaders claim the con- 
tract, as well as Bradford's 
Part-time job in the office of 
Madison County State’s Attor- 
ney William Haine, was a pay 
off for Bradford’s decision to 
leave office. 

They say the Democratic 

olitical machine, namely 

adigan, wanted the fresh 
man representative out of the 
Legislature so that Jay Hoff- 
man, the Collinsville Democrat 
who held the 112th District 
seat for three terms before an 
unsuccessful bid for Congress, 
could be reinstated. Illinois 
State Police are investigating 
the matter. 


The resolution charges that 
Bradford ‘‘may have been 
bribed by members of the Gen 
eral Assembly Haine and 
others to resign his office with 
promises of public contracts in 
an amount substantially equal 
to his legislative salary, there- 
by allowing Rep. Jay Hoffman 
to obtain Mr. Bradford's ‘seat 
in the General Assembly with- 
out voter approval.”’

Charges against father shock Columbians

Columbians were shocked to 
hear a fellow resident is 
alleged to have deliberately 
injected his son with blood con- 
taining the HIV virus, but the 
child did not live with his 
father and apparently never 
vis: Columbia.

never at Stewart’s Columbia 
residence. 

_Other neighbors and Colum- 
bia Police Chief Gene Henckler 
made similar statements. 

Another neighbor of Stew- 
art’s said Stewart’s son did not 
visit his father. The neighbor 
said that although he did not 
know Stewart well, he knew 
this was the case because his 
son had played with the son of 
a woman who he said lived 
with Stewart in Columbia until 
two months ago. He said the 
woman’s son may have been 
mistaken by the other neighbor 


for Stewart's child. 

Henckler also seemed to 
believe the child had not been 
in the city. He said his depart- 
ment had been contacted on 
the case. 

“We were familiar with the 
case for some time and we 
have been cooperating with the 
investigation,’’ he said. ‘‘I 
would like to make it very 
clear that he (the suspect) was 
a short-term resident of the 
community. 

“I don’t believe there is any 
cause for concern within the 
community related to contact 
with the suspect or the child 
if anyone has a concern about 
that, they-ean contact our 
office at 281-5151.”” 


Columbia School District 
representatives said the child, 
said to be 7 years old, was 
never enrolled in the district. 


The Columbia Apartments 
rental office was closed “due 
to illness” Thursday. 


Chief expressed the probable 
general view of the community 
when he said, 


“The police officers and 
myself find these kind of cases 
very disturbing,’”’ Henckler 
Said. 

Another resident of Columbia 
Lakes said she thought it was 
“terrible. I heard them talking 
about it on the (national news) 
Morning Show.’’
